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RACING GOSSIP. 

The pinheadedness of present newspaperdom, 
as applied to the turf is illustrated by the harsh 
■criticism of Ed Corrigan’s bidding up Rondo 
from $1,250 to $5,000 after he had beaten Moylan 
Thursday. Part of the health of the turf is 
financial action around selling platerdom. There 
is too much combination and trickery about it. 
The Corrigan advance was too high perhaps. 
He probably wanted the colt and isn’t of your 
compromise stripe. But the general newspaper 
condemnation of a man doing what turf law in- 
vites him to do, doesn’t say much for eye-on- 
the-gunismamong the critics. 

There is of course deep scandal out of the 
transaction. That’s the modern angle and the 
Cincinnati Enquirer is always the leader in 
shabby gossip about the turf. Tout information 
is its strong hold. It asserts that Mr. Hayes 
offered Mr. Corrigan the stake $1,440 if he would 
not bid Rondo up and that Mr. Corrigan agreed 
not to raise the Song colt’s price, $1,250. One 
can easily “pass up’’ such a story. The Corri- 
gan bids were keen. From $1250, the entered 
price, the first “raise” was $2500, and from that 
sum to $5000 in $500 bids. Corrigan said after 
the episode : “Rondo was in too cheap. I 
wanted him at $5000 and bid to my price. I 
made no agreement with Mr. Hayes.” The price 
of Moylan was about $1600. The tawdry gos ip 
drags in Mr. Hayes as a partner of Horace Argo 
in the circumstance which sent Leo Lake out of 
the Corrigan stable last year. It— the gossip— 
is not worth analysis. 

Hornpipe’s race behind Gotham in the Seagate 
Stakes of Wednesday last at Brooklyn was a 
grand one. The mile equalled the track record, 
1 :41, made by both Longstreet and Rubicon. 
Hornpipe was a scant head behind at the finish 
and would have won in a few more yards. Both 
had 16 pounds off their scale weight. The 
chances are that Hornpipe will cut a sharp 
figure in Eastern racing this year. His bad foot 
is less bad than of old and Billy Lakeland be- 
lieves in him. The honesty of racing comes into 
mental touch when one considers the Seagate 
finish in the light of Lakeland training Gotham 
and owning Horn pipe. 

Mr. Lyles of the Clyde Stable was at Lakeside 
Thursday. He came to look over the local field 
with the idea of moving his horses here. He 
left for Detroit— the Clyde Stable is at Windsor 
—Thursday night. Before going Mr. Lyles said : 
“I cannot afford to come to Chicago, The racing 
is sharpening too much for me. It has as gen- 
erally a healthy look as any racing I have seen 
for a long time. The Schreiber and Dunne 
stables are to come, I am told. They scare me 
away.” Mr. Lyles does Racing Form’s chart 
work wherever he is. The Windsor charts are 
the compilation of his excellent corps. 

A renewal of the St. Louis Club Members’ 
Handicap is being talked of. The proposition 
is to get Buck Massie, Assignee, Ramiro and 
Flying Dutchman together again for a purse of 
$1,000, with an entrance fee of $50 or $100, all of 
which is to go to the second and third horses. 
J. M. Murphy, the owner of Buck Massie, and 
Clarence O'Fallon, the owner of Assignee, are 
willing to do anything reasonable to oblige the 
Fair Grounds association, and the chances are 
that the owners of Flying Dutchman and Ra- 
miro will also be found in a like frame of mind. 
Murphy is undecided as to Buck Massie’s future. 
He has the son of Hanover engaged in several 
valuable stakes at Cincinnati and will probably 
take him there if he remains on edge. Buck is 
also well engaged at Milwaukee. 

The Turf Congress Board of Appeals met at 
Cincinnati a day or two ago. The board consists 



of Captain James H. Sees. Presiding Judge at 
Oakley ; Ed. Corrigan, and Col. M. M, Young. 
The latter by virtue of the fact that he is presi- 
dent of the Turf Congress, acted as chairman. 
There were a number of minor matters looked 
into, but the only business of interest to the 
public were the applications from outlawed 
owners and jockeys for reinstatement. 

Of the’dozen or so applications from jockeys 
for reinstatement only three of them were 
granted. The boys who were given permission 
to return to the legitimate tracks are Will Wit- 
rette, T. Williams, and James Trainer, all of 
whom have been riding at the outlawed tracks 
in the Mound City. 

The racing public is rather short on its daily 
information through the newspapers nowadays 
There is a noticable and economical “dead set” 
against racing in most of them, while the finan- 
cial bicycle is in favor. They permit all sorts of 
bosh about racing. Here is the latest instance. 
Free Advice won the Mouud City Handicap at 
St. Louis last Thursday. Its route is 7 V* fur- 
longs, and Free Advice, with 108 pounds up, ran 
it in 1 :33J4. The regular news extolled the per- 
formance, a good, but hardly a great one— as 
the Leonatus — Eva S colt had fourteen pounds 
off his scale weight— as “clipping a half second 
off the world’ s record, held by Libertine and 
made over the St. Louis track, August 3, 1895.” 

All this is misinformation. The 7H furlong 
record is Mamie Scott’s, 1:3334. made at Bay 
District, San Francisco, October 17, 1895. Begue 
at New Orleans, Maich 3, of this year, beat Lib- 
ertine’s 1:34, by running a 7 34 furlong race in 
1:3324. Faraday, too, June 8, 1895, carried 116 
pounds and won at the distance, and on the 
Fair Grounds track in the same time as Liber- 
tine, 1 :34. Libertine carried 115 pounds and ran 
his fast race nearly two months later. All were 
fast and meritorious bits of racing and are not 
to be questioned. But it’s just as well to keep 
the record straight in these superficial days, sud 
Mamie Scott’s the straight of it all. The 
“world’s record” talk, too, is bosh. Thera is no 
world’s racing record. The English and Austra- 
lian time records are fast enough to be merged 
with our own. But so far they have not been. 
The turf has enough nobility to receive more 
attention than it is getting in these days of ours. 

BETTER CLASS FOR INDIANA. 

Dan Honig has decided to move here too and 
will have his stable at the Indiana tracks to- 
day. Magnet is on Monday’s card. Rondo will 
be in by Monday. All the Hayes horses includ- 
ing the Windsor division are to come. A new 
barn if being specially built for the Hayes lot. 
W. J. Speirs is also likely to come from Windsor 
before long. When his and the O’Fallon lot 
arrive, a sprinting field made up of Magnet, O’ 
Connell, Assignee, Caesarian, and Rondo could 
be shown the Chicago public. What a hit it 
would be to get these five together? Better still 
would the field appear if Buck Massie and Fly- 
ing Dutchman could be added to round it out. 

MR. EASTON’S BELLE MEADE SALE. 

The Belle Meade yearling sale to be held at 
William Easton’s specially built paddocks 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday, June 22, 23 
and 24 should be the star yearling sale of 1896. 
At it the best of the noble Tennessee establish- 
ment will be offered. Yearling prices are grad- 
ually growing back to their former high plane, 
as racing gains in legalism. Prices have already 
advanced some 40 per cent as compared with 
1895. The Belle Meade band will, as usual, be 
full of the blood of turf victory. The sale cata- 
logue will be distributed this week. A better 
one was never offered for the scrutiny of racing 
men. 



CAESARIAN RACES AND WINS. 

Casarian, Charles Cougle’s new sprinter made 
his local debut at Forsyth yesterday under 
favorable circumstances. The weather was fine 
and the track in fine condition considering the 
wetting it has had and the attendance was large 
even for a Saturday. It was in a five furlongs 
allowance race that the son of Faustus and 
Cleopatra made his bow. The field was not of 
much class, Wilmah G and Hartford Boy being 
the only two that could be considered to possess 
any speed. In spite of this the book laid as 
much as 3 to 5 against Caesarian, and all con- 
nected with the stable had a little on. 

Caesarian did not seem to relish the starting 
machine, and at the three first attempts he re- 
fused to break. When the rubber snapped 
eventually. Lepanto Jr was off in front with 
Caesarian second. Tommy Burns on Wilmah G 
at once set out to make the pace, and Hugh 
Penny took the favorite back. Along the back 
stretch Wilmah G led by two lengths with Hart- 
ford Boy nearly the same distance in front of 
Caesarian, who was ten lengths before the rest 
of the party. At the turn in the stretch Penny 
let go Caesarian’s head and he wpnt to the front, 
coming on and winning easily by a length, with 
Hartford Boy second, two lengths in front oj 
Wilmah G. Coeur de Leon broke down. 

Caesarian is a good looking bay horse, scarce- 
iy 15.2 hands. He has a bloodlike head and 
neck, with Dowerful shoulders and quarters. 
In color he is a bright bay with no white about 
him except three small stockings. His legs are 
his weak point, and he ran in bandages and 
boots. This week he will probably have a 
chance to measuse strides with Magnet, Redskin 
and some other good ones. 

There was no pronounced favorite in the first 
race at seven furlongs, though Collector had the 
call. Barguard made the running to the stretch, 
when Hiuda came to the front, and won handily. 

Siegfried was the favorite in the two-year-old 
race. He led at a merry clip for nearly half a 
mile, when he had enough. Terriffic then took 
the lead and looked like winning till the last 
fifty yards, then Hothersall brought up Provi- 
dent, who got off badly, and won by three- 
quarters of a length. 

Sunny was scratched in the Owner’s handicap. 
Ferryman II made all the running and won 
easily, with SimmoDS second. A report was 
taken to the judges that Ferryman II had been 
doped. An examination after the race proved 
there was not the slightest ground for such a 
suspicion. Bob Lee acted like a crazy horse at 
the post and ran away three quarters of a mile. 

Sunny was favorite in the mile and a six- 
teenth handicap. With top weight he made all 
running and won handily from Dejure, to whom 
he was giving 21 pounds. 

The hurdle race was declared off, and the last 
event at seven furlongs was won easily by 
Inspector Hunt. 



GEORGE KESSLER’S RICH PRIZE. 

George Kessler’s win of the Great American 
Stakes yesterday indicates that Matt Byrnes has 
in the badly named son of two champions, — Sal- 
vator and Miss Woodford— a noble colt. He 
won the race in an impressive way, no matter 
wdiat happened to Arbuckle. Don d’Oro was 
rather driven to another and lower class by the 
race, and Arbuckle advanced. The Friar fable, 
too, was punctured. Both Kessler and Arbuckle 
are in the Futurity. Ornament’s insanity has 
hung him up twice in St. Louis. He can well 
be placed behind the Eastern pair in racing 
ability.
